[ 4] mail service, on the 
! hazardous work that 
is done by the pilots 
of the ships in carrying the mail 
over the various routes. For an 
ordinary mortal who has never 
been farther off the ground than 
the top of a tall building, a trip 
in an airplane would be a display 
of nerve that a lot of people would 
have difficulty in  mustering. 
Should one of these ground mor- 
tals suddenly sign up for a daily 
trip with an air mail pilot and take 
to the air without previous train- 
ing he would of necessity have to 
have an exceptional amount of 
nerve, or an utter disregard of 
consequences to himself. The air- 
mail pilot is trained for his work, 
he has had a certain amount of 
training which instills confidence 
in both himself and in what his 
plane is capable of doing. When 
he actually enters into regular fly- 
ing he has become so sold on fly- 
ing that he has altogether forgot- 
ten the possible hazards of the 
work he is planning to do. Pilot- 
ing an airplane has become such 
a common thing that some of the 
accidents are readily set down to 
cerelessness or lack of proper 
preparation of the plane before 
starting. 

To many of the pilots, the work 
doubtless fulfills a craving for the 
thrill that comes from flying and 
when once this thrill is satisfied 
they are ready to take up ground 
work again. To others, the high 
salaries are attractive and make 
the work a very satisfactory 
means of living. 

Fighting old man weather, how- 
ever, will always keep the airmail 
pilot’s work among the hazardous 
jobs of the Postoffice Department. 

In the early days of the Postal 
Service, the Pony Express Rider 





was called upon to carry the mail 
under what were perhaps the most 
dangerous conditions that ever 
confronted any of Uncle Sam’s 
Mail Carriers. 

The work of both the Airmail 
Pilot and the Pony Express Rider 
comes under the heading of spec- 
tacular occupations. The work 
while hazardous, was also roman- 
tic and had great appeal to the 
public interest. It is for these rea- 
sons that both of these Postal Em- 
ployees are so much talked of, that 
so much has been written about 
them, that they have been looked 
up to as the heroes of the Postal 
Service. 





Last week, this paper was 
the only philatelic publica- 
tion in the United States, to 
print complete, in one article 
the Postoffice announcement 
on the Graf Zeppelin Flight 
and Stamps. As usual, we 
were first, with all the news. 











It would be interesting to read 
about other tasks in the life of the 
mail carrier that are hazardous. 
Doubtless there are or have been 
many mail routes on which mail 
deliveries have been made under 
conditions that are equally danger- 
ous to the lives of the servants of 
our Postoffice Department. 

A newspaper clipping came to 
the Editor of Linn’s Weekly some 
time ago that contains an account 
of mail delivery that gives as 
much thrill to the reader as any 
story of Pony Express Days or of 
Air Mail service. It is in language 
that we all can understand, it calls 
us back to our childhood days 
when we “bannered” the other 


boys to skate across thin ice, or 
to “jump the crack” down on the 
old river, or perhaps to break a 
cake loose from the shore and to 
raft down the current. Foolish 
pranks, pranks which every winter 
cause some boys to lose their lives, 
yet play, play with a thrill to it 
and play that will probably con- 
tinue to be play as long as there is 
ice on the rivers. 

This story is from a daily paper, 
the name is not supplied with the 
clipping, but the author of the 
story is Lynn Heinzerling, staff 
correspondent. We should like to 
mention the name of the news- 
paper but are unable to do so. The 
story is about the delivery of mail 
to Put-in-Bay Island in Lake Erie. 
There is an undercurrent at one 
point that makes it necessary to 
cross a stretch of water that varies 
in width from a few inches to sev- 
eral feet at different times of the 
year. The usual method of cross- 
ing this crack is to crank up the 
old Ford, go like and jump the 
crack. 

It is an interesting account of 
what we would consider one of the 
most perilous mail routes in the 
United States. Let Mr. Heinzer- 
ling tell the story in his own way. 

“A shabby tentacle of Uncle 
Sam’s mail delivering behemoth 
slithered insanely across the _ ice 
between Catawba and Put-in-Bay 
today, as it does every day in the 
winter, and delivered eleven sacks 
of mail to Postmaster William 
Schnoor. 


To Mailmen Lee Miller and Cle- 
tus March this was quite an ordi- 
nary incident and the fulfillment 
of their contract with the govern- 
ment. To residents of Put-in-Bay 
it was just an item in the govern- 
mental function of delivering the 
mail. To most letter writers it 
was unknown. 


Three miles of treacherously 
shifty ice stretch uninvitingly be- 
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tween Catawba and Put-in-Bay, 
but Miller and March and, unfor- 
tunately, this reporter traveled 
ten miles to avoid weak spots, pro- 
jections and certain other objec- 
tionable features of a journey on 
ice. 


Ford’s Gift to Mailmen 


When Mr. Ford turned out a 
fabulous number of his popular 
mechanisms in 1924, he distinctly 
favored the Put-in-Bay mail serv- 
ice: if the ice is more than six 
inches thick and reasonably stable, 
the mail is motored to the island. 
This method of delivery has been 
used for the past two weeks. 

“Mr. Ford’s product is employed 
because it is light, because the old- 
er models may be purchased for 
something less than $25 and be- 
cause they are easily and_ inex- 
pensively ‘deserted in case the ice 
breaks. Accustomed to weather 
the mailmen remove the tops and 
all unnecessary weight. 

Eight years ago Lee Miller was 
awarded the contract to deliver 
mail to Put-in-Bay during the 
months of December, January, 
February and March. The con- 
tract holds for four years and pays 
$500 a month. Three men, March, 
Maurice Arndt and Robert Parker, 
help Miller in his task. Parker 
was fishing today; Arndt was 
driving a new car home.

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tween the two islands flows the in- 
sidious channel or undercurrent, 
which provides most of Miller’s 
grief. It is the cause of the 
‘crack’. 

“To Put-in-Bay residents, the 
‘crack’ is that fissure in the ice, 
about a mile from the mainland, 
over which all automobile traffic 
from Catawba must pass. It may 
be six inches, six feet or 60 feet 
wide, depending on the wind, the 
current or the sun. 

“Getting from one side to the 
other is known as ‘jumping the 
crack’. Not to get from one side 
to the other is, of course, some- 
thing else. When the disconnec- 
tion widens, Mailman Miller pro- 
duces an _ improvised wooden 
bridge. This consists of two 
planks, with hooks on each end. 

“On the island side of the crack, 
the mailmen have a one-ton truck 
parked, in case they should miss. 

“Once this week, the back 
wheels and part of the box of the 
truck went through another split 
in the ice. It was retrieved. A 
number of men were fishing today 
for two other automobiles that 
went through two weeks ago. 

“Driving the official vehicle of 
the United States mail to Put-in- 
Bay, Mailman March approached 
the small gap in the ice today at 
a reasonably rapid speed. He made 
the jump and blew out a rear tire, 
which apparently was not unusual. 

“Dodging snow drifts and ac- 
cumulations of jagged ice, the 
business of delivering the mail was 
resumed. 

“Occasionally the ice creaked 
ominously—ominously, that is to 
the reporter. An amphibian fowl 
of some kind swooped down near 
the automobile. It probably snick- 
ered. 


Well, Well, a Collegian 


“As it has for the last ten years, 
the mail arrived safely at the west 
end of the island. Miller, not less 
relaxed than on the trip over, re- 
marked: 

“*This is a tough racket. I came 
over in 50 minutes once and it took 
me seven hours to get back.’ 


“Miller spent a year as a student 
at Ohio Northern University. 

“Following delivery of the mail 
to the postoffice March carried an- 
other cargo to Middle Bass Island, 
another mile farther over the ice. 
The mailman from North Bass Is- 
land met him in a small bob sleigh, 
pulled by a Shetland pony. 

“At Arbor Inn, Put-in-Bay, two 
tables of pinochle, or possibly ca- 
sino, were in lackadaisical prog- 
ress. Tobacco smoke and cuspi- 
dors were prominent. A _ gray- 
haired man, wearing rubbers, re- 
marked presently that the mail- 
men ‘had no business coming over 
that channel.’ 

“*We never did it in the old 
days.” He shook his head rather 
reminiscently and walked away.

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Of Interest To First Day Cover Collectors 


A letter from G. Stanley Haines, 
of Peabody, Mass., contains some 
interesting information and a bit 
of advice that we, like Mr. Haines, 
feel that collectors should heed. 
It seems that there are hundreds 
of stamp collectors who cannot 
grasp the idea of the huge load 
placed on postal employees in event 
of these first day issues. If you 
must have special favors and in- 
sist on asking for them, there is 
but one way to get them and that 
is to find yourself a correspondent 
in the various towns and have him 
do the work for you. Postal em- 
ployees do not understand many 
requests that come to them and be- 
sides they can not stop and study 
and read the letters carefully any- 
how. The writer knows for he has 
handled Air Covers for cachets and 
it is a crime the way some people 
write letters about what they 
would like to have done when any- 
one should know that all you are 
going to get is a certain specified 
thing. 

Perhaps here would be the best 
place to report an early date of 
use for the Mass. Bay Colony 
stamp. While without doubt the 
letter from Mr. Haines was mailed 
on the 10th April, the postmaster 
after the hectic day he had on the 
Sth has got his types mixed in the 
cancelling stamp and the cancella- 
tion on this cover reads “APRIL 
G1”. 


Mr. Haines’ letter follows: 


Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, 
Columbus, Ohio. 
Gentlemen:- 

I enclose clipping from today’s 
“Salem News” showing the extent 
of the first day cover business from 
that office on the new Mass. Bay 
Colony stamp. 

The stamp is certainly a disap- 
pointment, being as usual much 
too crowded, but of course we as 
Americans should not expect too 
much, not at least until we get to 
be a big nation such as Canada, 
Egypt, etc. Incidentally the re- 
deeming feature of the Salem first 
day covers was the neat Chamber 
of Commerce cachet applied in 
green on each cover. 

I have another pertinent remark 
regarding first day cover hounds. 
If collectors do not refrain from 
requesting nonsensical favors from 
postal employees, it is my opinion 
that the Postoffice Dept. will not

announce or co-operate in handling 
first day covers. At Salem some 
collectors asked for autographs 
from the Postmaster all the way 
down to the janitor, some asked 
for the cachet in all the colors of 
the rainbow, others sent 25 covers 
and requested that each cover be 
franked with a different setting 
of stamps, that is pairs, strips of 
three, four, five, six or more, blocks 
of 4, 6, and 8, ete. No wonder 
Postmasters die young.

From The Salem News 

The fact that 150,000 of the new 
Massachusetts two-cent tercenten- 
ary stamps went out of the local 
post office yesterday during the 
hours of business revealed the fact 
that the stamp commemorating the 
300th anniversary of the founding 
of the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
was by far the most favored stamp 
that ever came into Salem and this 
state. 

Proof that Salem means more to 
tercentenary observers than other 
parts of the commonwealth was 
seen yesterday in the coming of 
many from Boston and other parts 
of the state to make their pur- 
chases here since the landing of 
Gov. Winthrop and his party oc- 
curred in Salem just 300 years ago, 
June 12. 

Only 50,000 of the new stamps 
are left at the local office as 200,- 
000 was the full lot that arrived. 

Stamp collectors were numerous 
at the local office all day yesterday. 
They remained about the lobby 
with other philatelists and talked 
over stamps and other things of 
interest connected with the ter- 
centenary. The collectors came 
from all parts of the state. Their 
arrival was seemingly continuous 
all day. Purchasers of the new 
stamps allowed no let-up in the 
business. Children and older folks 
and many boys and girls were ob- 
served making purchases for their 
school stamp clubs. 

The air mail that went out of the 
Salem office yesterday containing 
numerous “first-day covers,” that 
is those who placed advance orders 
for the first mail and cancellation 
of the stamps, was the heaviest in 
the postal business here. Officials

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remember many such a day when 
the old stamp book and the papers 
of the period were companions 
that helped to pass away many 
such a day. The editor distinctly 
remembers other publications of 
those days and the many features 
that made them especially appeal- 
ing to stamp collectors. There was 
Golden Hours and Happy Days. 
The first of these publications had 
a trade exchange column in which 
a boy could place a small trade 
notice at a very small cost or in 
exchange for coupons from the 
publication and it is my distinct 
recollection that many of the 
trade and exchange notices in this 
publication at that time were 
about postage stamps and kindred 
items. 

The thought of these papers 
comes to mind every now and then 
when some name of some one now 
interested in stamps appears to 
mind from memory’s storehouse of 
long ago. 


THE NEW MESS STAMP IS 
here. At least it looks like a 
MESS. We cannot find anything 
about it to get enthusiastic over. 
It is not attractive, it has enough 
on it for two stamps and the 
very overcrowding of the stamp 
probably has more to do with 
the lack of pleasing appearance 
than any other thing. 

The appearance of this stamp 
leads to the question as_ to 
whether this is the first U. S. 
postage stamp to bear a Latin 
inscription. We were told in the 
announcements by the postoffice 
department that there would be 
an Indian on the stamp. We fail 
to find the Indian but there is a 
figure on there that looks some- 
thing like a cross between a Ha- 
waiian Hula Girl and a modern 
flapper or maybe it’s Mother 
Eve with her Sunday fig leaf 
dress. If it is an Indian it must 
be a lady Indian. We have seen 
lots of arrows, both toy ones and 
arrows that are supposed to be 
genuine Indian arrows but we 
never before saw one where the 
shaft was fully covered with 
feathers as is the arrow that is 
held in the hand of this “Indian”. 
Of course, it is just possible that 
this Indian was modeled by one 
of those Indians that helped 
dump the King’s tea in Boston 
Harbor and if such be the case 
you cannot blame the engraver 
for the kind of a picture he has 
made. 

The design, however, has a fa- 
miliarity about it that makes 
one think of some of the old 
Match and Medicine stamps. I 
almost believe that if I had a 
large collection of those stamps 
to pick from that I could almost 
piece out this new stamp from 
some of those old designs, and 
that one could then even read on 
the ribbon, something about 
somebody’s herbs or pills.

PILOTS THAT WE SHOULD

There are pilots who have been 
pioneers, and the younger set of 
air mail cover collectors should 
really hear about, and at this time 
I will speak of one pilot whom 
everyone should know. 

Some pilots run true to their 
names. Admiral Richard E. Byrd, 
who has winged his way over the 
North and South Poles, is one of 
them, but every one knows him, so 
we will go on to one who has done 
lots to promote our hobby of col- 
lecting air mail covers, who is 
seldom mentioned and yet should 
be very famous in the eyes of the 
collectors. 

Major Reuben Hollis Fleet, is an- 
other one who runs true to his 
name, he is at present, president 
of the Consolidated Aircraft Cor- 
poration, and when the meaning of 
fleet is made, we will look in the 
dictionary, and we find the word 
means rapid, light and quick in go- 
ing from one place to another; a 
group of vessels under a single 
command. These words, better 
than others, describe Major Fleet. 
At the age of 42, he is swift, rest- 
less, untiring. His nature demands 
activity. With more than 2,500 
hours of flying to his credit he is 
one of the few aircraft corpora- 
tion presidents to hold a transport 
pilot’s license. 

Suave, amusing and charming, 
Major Fleet is completely engros- 
sed in his business. If he has a 
hobby, that is it. His friends say 
that years ago when he was in the 
army, McCook Field commanders 
invariably sent him to Washing- 
ton where promotions were in 
order. The air service was noted 
for its conservative attitude toward 
salaries and Major Fleet’s success 
in bringing back approved raises 
was due to the fact that he was 
always able to get hold of the man 
in charge, stay with him and talk 
him into submission. 

He is known as an individualist. 
He often does the conspicuous 
thing; keeps people waiting for 


hours for him, goes to football 
games without tickets; argues with 
traffic cops until he convinces them 
they were wrong in accusing him 
of speeding; goes to trains and ob- 
tains compartment when reserva- 
tions have been long exhausted. 
They say he is tender-hearted. 
One Christmas while stationed at 
McCook Field he heard that mem- 
bers of the air force stationed 
there were going to play Santa 
Claus to the poor of Dayton. Not

sorely needed, and on Christmas 
morning he personally delivered 
the gifts. 

Following America’s entry into 
the World War, Major Fleet was 
selected to represent the State of 
Washington at the Aviation School 
in San Diego which was then a 
part of the Signal Corps of the 
air service. Here he obtained the 
rating of Junior Military Aviator 
and was later made executive of- 
ficer in charge of training in the 
office of the Chief of the Air Corps 
at Washington. ; 

Major Fleet was placed in 
charge of the air mail when it was 
first inaugurated between Wash- 
ington and New York, and on 
May 15th, 1918, he flew the first 
ship over the run. In 1918 he 
served as officer in charge of fly- 
ing at Mather Field, Sacramento, 
and later as officer in charge of 
testing and approving at Wilbur 
Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio. He 
was later selected by the Air 
Corps to attend the Gosport School 
of Advanced Flying in England 
and on his return was appointed 
contracting officer of the Air 
Corps in which capacity he served 
until he resigned from the army in 
1922. 

As I have stated in the begin- 
ning of this article, there are very 
few of us who have heard of 
Major Fleet, as the one who in- 
augurated the Government Air 
Mail service, and it is to him 
largely the success of transporta- 
tion of mail by air.

The use or application of private 
marks or cancellations on stamps 
is forbid and postmasters are in- 
structed to refuse to accept mail 
on which such stamps are placed. 
The only thing the government 
will recognize on the stamps is the 
perforated initials that are used 
by large users of stamps.
